Shanghai, May 8.—{)—In all save 
a formal declaration of war Japan 
was at actual hostilities today with 
the nationalist government of China. 
‘Actual fighting was once more ih 
progress and the foreign diplomats at 
Tokyo have been notified by the gov- 
ernment of the course it is pursuing. 

According to the latest advices from 
Tsingtao, Japan presented demands to 
the nationalists in the form of an 
ultimatium which has been refused. 

These demands  ineluded, first, 
withdrawal of nationalist troops to a 
distance of seven miles on each side 
of the Shantung railway between 
Tsingtao and Tsinan; second, punish- 
ment of commanders of the troops re- 
sponsible for recent “murders” of 
Japanese at Tsinan; third, disarma- 
ment of southern troops who have 
been guilty of excesses at Tsinan: 
fourth, cessation of demonstrations 
}against Japanese as well as of all 
hostile preparations. 

The southerners, coincident with 
their rejection of the demands, are 
said to have surrounded the Japanese 
at Tsinan. Heavy fighting is now 
in progress between them there. 

It is stated also that reinforcements 
are hurrying by forced marches from 
Tsingtao to reinforce the Japaucse at 
Tsinan, and that detachments have 
come into conflict with other natiou- 
alist troops at Changtien.

shock absorber. It is an invention of a Pennsylvania experimenter. A 
resistance unit is interposed between the aerial post and’ aerial to render 
the antenna circuit aperiddic and thereby prevent violent oscillations, 
such as those produced by atmospheric disturbances, from entering the 
radio receivers. 

A liquid compounded of blue clay, 
sulphuric acid and water supposedly 
acts as the shock absorber.

There was more whispering and 
shaking of heads in bapking circles 
today about money than at any time 
since money some weeks ago began 
to get firmer.
